Red Cross Aided 145,000 Vic- 


tims In United States—Losses 


Total $30,000,000. 


Seventy-two disasters, with hun- 


dreds reported killed and Injured, and 
more than 145,000 either lioinelen or 
requiring assistance, called for emer- 
gency relief measures and the ex- 
penditure 
of $1,441,480.30 by 
the 


American Hed Cross during tlje fiscal 
year ending June 80, 1922, according 
to a statement based on the forth- 
coming annual report of the Red 
Cross. The greatest toll of life was 
taken by hurricane and 
tornado, 


while the overllowlng of rivers, the 
breaking of dams find torrential rains 
drove Ihe greatest number of people 
from their homes. The property loss 
was estimated at more than $30,- 
000,000. 


The year's disasters reported . In- 


cluded twenty-six floods, nineteen tor- 
nadoes, fifteen fires, four epidemics, 
two theatre collapses, two shipwrecks 
(one an airship), and a bridge col- 
lapse, mine explosion, railway colli- 
sion, and t drought. Of the floods In 
the United States that at Sun An- 
tonio, Texas, j caused the greatest 
property loss,'?0,000,000 and the high 
park of fatalities, 
100, while the 


flood In the vicinity of Vlcksburg and 
Natchez, Miss., forced 31,000 persons 
from thefr homes. 


A National Calamity 


In the Rod Cross disaster. relief 


records there will probably remain 
for many years one calamity which 
touched nearly every state with a 
sense of horror and of loss. This was

lad your rights In England you would 
be some one the very mention of 
whose name would cause every h«ad 
to bend God forgtv* thoi* who have 
wronged you, my boy I"

charge, the elder Ord secured a peti- 
tion In the Washington navy yard, but 
It was noted that the allowance which 
he was able to make to the boy who 
passed as his nephew, was out of all 
proportion to his salary as a waiter 
mechanic. Young Ord remembered lit- 
tle of his life abroad—though there 
teeing to be a hazy recollection of a 
tall and stately woman, sad-faced and 
dressed In the most expensive of fab- 
ric*, who had vlslt«d him at intervals 
during his childhood. In later years, 
However, he had spent the major po>

Impossible to cook an egg on the top 
•of a' high mountain, for there, owing 
to a lesser atmospheric pressure, the.

sible to "cook" an egg.

Instead 'of the sodium chloride. Within 
a given length of time the three 
groups bore offspring 23 times, 33 
times and 43 times respectively. In 
spile of the great Increase of the num- 
ber of litters In the third case,-the 
total number of individuals was also 
greater. At the end of seven months 
covered by the Investigation, the three 
groups had produced respectively H5, 
179 and 262 young.

stroyed in Fall by Cleaning Up 


Trash in Garden. 


It Is a truth that a stitch In time 


snves nine; in one case It may save 
nine hundred. That Is In the garden 
where It Is likely the last survivors 
among the Insect pest colonies are har- 
bored In the trash, weeds,and old stalks 
and vines. 
Invariably a vast number 


of these Insects can be destroyed 
simply by cleaning up tbe garden and 
burning out the harborlDj places of 
the pesta. Then to make the job still 
more complete, a late plowing will 
turn still more of the pests out where 
frost can get In its work. This will 
not replace the spraying next season, 
but It certainly will reduce the Insect 
Injury a lot.
